To-day, we had a rumoer to the effect
that 10,000 troops (supposed to be part
of Burnside's furces) were mareking bere
with the iutention of being shipped wt
this poiut, by water. As yet, I caa't
see the 10000, aud 1 am sfrad weidll not
be able to “see the poror”  From all
accounts the army of the Potomac is 1o
execlient condivion, and 1 bave o doubt
whegpouge the Spring campaiga opeus it
will wake a good repont

The weather bas been delightful for
the past week, snd if it contivucs 60 8
few dags longer [ should not be eurpriee!
to Lesr of a move beipg made by oue or
both, of the opposing srmies. We are
daily expeeting orders to juin the srmy,
and possibly we may be participunts in
suid campaign. 1f judging from the past
is any crterion to go by, we have every
reason to believe that such will be the
caso ; for, surely, we have pever, hereto-
fore, been slighted, when uny fighting or
marching bas been ou thae tapis.
